But Mr. Pomeroy was allowed 
to describe a conversation he 
and Mr. Wilkins had later that 
day with Rennie Davis, one 
the seven defendants who are 
charged with conspiracy to in- 
cite a riot during the conven- 
tion. 

Mr. Pomeroy said Mr. Wilkins 
had told Mr. Davis "we were 
trying to get the city to open 
lines of communication with the 
New Mobilization Committee 
to End the War in Vietnam.” 

He said Mr. Wilkins had . 
Mr. Davis that their meeting 
with the Mayor was “not too 
successful.” 

Also present at the meeting, 
Mr. Pomeroy said, was Thomas 
A. Foran, the United States 
Attorney for the Northern Dis- 
trict of Illinois, who is the 
chief Government prosecutor in 
the current trial. 

Mr. Pomeroy recalled that 
Mr. Foran said he was meeting 
with the Mayor later that day 
and would try to get him to 
start negotiations with the 
Mobilization Committee.

He said Mr. Davis empha- 
sized that the Mobilization 
Committee wanted peaceful 
demonstrations and welcomed 
any Federal efforts to get nego- 
tiations started with the city.
